There nre times in the experience 


of mankind when nil sense of truth 
and honesty seems to be for the 
uonce abnndoned and utter profligacy 
of mind and disregard of all that goes 
to constitute honor rind manhood is 
permitted to run riot. Such must 
have been the condition of the mind

the San Francisco K< il Estate Circu- 
lar for June: 
" One of the best doctors of

slowly recovering from typhoid fe- 
ver. Oakland wns suggested, which 
place the physician immediately con- 
demned. He said that all of the 
land there, from the Bay to the foot- 
hills eastward, is so low as to be 
water-soaked; that slow fevers and 
ihennmtism always attend residence 
in such locations, and that such di- 
seases are notably on the increase in 
Oakland. That town is especially 
deficient in proper sewerage facili- 
ties, which greatly increases the ten- 
dency to the diseases named. Oak- 
landers should see to it that these fa- 
cilities are immediately pro i'ided. le'it 
the notable advantages they hav<; 
over the city in respect to soil and 
climate be much more than nullified 
by pestiferous odors and a most un- 
desirable reputation for special sick- 
nesses, the product of the topo- 
graphy of the place, its proximity 
to the San Francisco Bay and want 
of both drainage and sewerage." 


That "best doctor of the city" is 


simply an ass, and proves himself 
one by the assertion that fevers and 
rheumatism are on the increase in 
Oakland. One single fact will sub- 
stantiate the assertion we make. Ac- 
cording to the mortuary report of the 
Health Officer of Oakland, eleven 
less deaths have ficcurred this year, 
up to date, than occurred in the cor- 
responding time last year, notwith- 
standing the very rapid increase of 
population. 
Does this indicate the 


prevalence here of malarial diseases? 
Another plain fact, based on figures : 
Taking the mortality of San Fran- 
cisco as a basis, according to the 
population of each city, Oakland 
should have 28 deaths a month, 
whereas she has only • nn average of. 
17. Does this look like fevers and 
rheumatism prevail ? AB to proper 
sewerage, there is as yet no pressing 
need for sewerage iu a large portion 
of the city ; but still we have a com- 
plete system which is being rapidly 
perfected and put in operation. The 
charge of lack of drainage has long 
been disproved, and the writer in the 
Circular displays a total ignorance 
of Oakland-1 opography when he re- 
iterates this worn 
nut argument 


iigainst the city as u place of resi- 
dence. In the matter of ' 'pestifer- 
ous odors,'' the olfactories of the visi- 
tor to that city and this, will decide 
that point in favor of Oakland as 
aoon as he touches ferrc firma in the 
city of seven sand hills. There is no 
city on the continent more healthy, 
and free from fever and rheumatism, 
according to population, than Oak- 
laud, and that "best doctor" of San 
Francisco knows it.

The Dickens 
Entertainment at 


Brayton Hall last night had the eftect 
of crowding the hall, including the 
gallery and the aisles. The pro- 
gramme consisted of the representa- 
tion of character* and scenes from 
the works of Charles Dickens, as 
follows :Squpcrn' School, in "Nicho- 
las Nickleby;" Sairy Gitmp and Bet- 
sy Prig, and their quarrel, from

"Squefs1 School" was passably well 
represented, with the exception of 
Squeers himself, who often appeared 
so extravagant as to render the char- 
acter unnatural. The same may be 
said, to a still greater degree, of 
Sairy Gamp and Betsy Prig, the lady 
in the role of Sairy in the first scene 
ai-d Betsy in the second, greatly ex- 
agerating the character. With this 
important exception, to which may 
be added another very conspicuous 
one throughout the entire enter- 
tainment, viz: 
the 
tedious and 


tardy dragging-of the scenes, which 
has the effect of detracting from 
what otherwise would be a creditable 
performance; with these exceptions, 
the ladies did Betsy and Sairy well. 
Fagin, in "Oliver Twist," was excel- 
lently well made'up, and to our mind, 
with possibly the exception of Jack 
Bnnfiby, was the best performance 
of the evening. The lad "Oliver" 
is entitled to .credit for liis perform- 
ance. The,lady who represented the 
Marchioness in "The Old Curiosity 
Shop," did some of the best acting 
witnessed during the entertainment, 
and was a success, because she was 
natural, unaffected, uncl simple; but 
Dick Swivelje'r^was absolutely horrid. 
We wonderetPh'ow the ghost crfJDick- 
ens could look upon such acting and 
not interfere, -It no more represent-

Sam Weller was tedious, but withal 
well, represented.

and natural. So was that of Old 
Weller.

however. We have not much to say 
in praise of the scenes from "Bleak 
House." either in the Smallweed 
family or the visit of Kev. Chadband 
to the Snagsbys. The less said about 
these, the better. However, the en- 
tertainment was that of amateurs, 
and as such it was, taken altogether, 
a good one. We believe that in a 
repetition of it, many incongruities 
and extravagances, and especiallythe 
tediousness and drag of the scenes, 
would be avoided, and a still better 
entertainment given. We hope it 
may be repeated at no distant day.
